Memorandum on the Claims of Madam Ruete. 


MADAM RUETE,a half-sister of His Highness Seyed Barghash, had, previous to 
1866, received her full share of her father’s estate, and lredat single woman in her 
house in the town of Zanzibar. In 1866, being with child, of whom the reputed 
father was a Mr. Ruete, agent of a Hamburgh trading house, she was, in order to save 
her life, which had thus me compromised, taken to Aden by Captain Pasley, in 
Her Majesty's ship “Highflyer,” being assisted to escape by night from before the 
British Consulate. 

In Aden her child was born, and having afterwards married Mr. Ruete, she pro- 
ceeded to Germany. In 1871, Mr. Ruete announced his intention of returning to 
Zanzibar (see Mr. Churchill's Report to the Foreign Office of the 9th July, 1868), 
but was prevented. In the meantime, Seyed Majid allowed her to sell and realize 
her Zanzibar estate, the German Consulate preventing the slaves from being sold, 
and the assets were remitted to Germany. On her husband's death her own and 
her husband’s property were found to have been much reduced by imprudent specu- 
lation, and she subsequently lost more through the fraud of trustecs. 

‘Through the interest taken in her by members of the German Royal Family she 
has been enabled to bring up and educate her children, and she now’ makes claims 
for shares of the intestate brothers and sisters who have died since she left Zanzibar, 
and the value of these she estimates at about 20,0001. I am not aware that her cause 
was ever submitted to her brother Majid, in whose time it was she left Zanzibar, but it 
has on several occasions heen brought before the present Sultan. 

‘The first time was during his visit to England, when he refused to meet her or to 
give any reply, claiming, as the guest of the British Government, to be protected from 
her solicitations. 

‘The Viceroy of Egypt on one occasion interested himself on her behalf, and I 
subsequently brought the subject again before him without any result 

Admiral Knorr, by order of his Government, submitted her cas is Highness 
in the letter I have already sent in copy, in my despatch No, 229 of the 25th August, 
but as yet with no fayourable result.

ipaid-up shares of the younger members of the family, on whose inheritance 
Madam Ruete’s claim is partly founded—first, on the asst mption that these shares 
had been paid ; secondly, that after being paid they never had been squandered. 

My Report No. 87 of 1871 places these facts beyond all doubt, and shows that 
many of the family were thirteen years ago deeply embarrassed, and'l am sure their 
position was never afterwards improved, but went from bad to worse.

T HAVE seen Colonel Kitehener, and given him what information lay in my 
power. If my book is not ready in time for his departure, I will furnish him with 
such of my maps and descriptions of the country as may be of use. 

It is, as you remark, a pity that no British Commercial Company has established 
agents in Kilimanjaro. ‘Then we could meet the Germans with a fait accompli. 

British merchants are the most unreasonable of men nowadays. ‘They expect 
the Government to do everything for them, aud see no occasion for private enterprise 
of their own. 
Z it would like is for large territories like Kilimanjaro to be annexed, 

opened up, civilized, cleared, swept, and garnished, and then handed over to thei 
to ply a profitable and ready-made trade, I have written to Mr. Hutton to tell 
him what I think of the inaction of himself and other leading merchants like 
himself and Mackinuon, who will be the first to wail over the loss of what they 
never possessed, and to point out to him how Kilimanjaro might yet be saved 
British commerce if he and a few others club together and dispatch’ certain Swabili 
and Hindu Agents (very cheap employés) to the mountain, there to found trading 
stations which might become in time the nucleus of a Company, and which would, at 
any rate, give Colonel Kitchener a reasonable plea for reserving our rights to the 
mountain. 

I was certainly there before the Germans, and the Chiefs of the mountain 
repeatedly applied both to Sir John Kirk and myself for permission to fly the Union 
Jack asa sign of British protection. I transmitted their request to the Foreign 
Office, as you may possibly remember. I could do no more. 

T bought a good-sized piece of land at Taveita, and any one who has the enter- 
prise to establish a British station there shall have my Treaty with the six Chiefs of 

‘aveita for nothing, and with my good-will. 

T inclose this Agreement, which might be of some use.

We have told the Germans that we have interests there, but have been puzzled 
to say what they are, as the British traders have never got beyond talking of zoing 
there. 

Here is a Concession, quite as good as the ordinary African Commercial Conces- 
sions, though not conferring sovereign rights, which Mr. Johnston can make over to 
any Company formed to take it up. It is the very thing we want—a Concession to a 
Bria Subject anterior to the German Protectorate, and subsequent rush to

‘The authorities of His Highness the Sultan have therefore no right to interfere in 
disputes between subjects of the German Empire, amongst themselves or between 
them and members of other Christian nations; 0 also the trial of actions punishable 
ty law which may bave been committed by German subjects within the dominions of 
His Highness the Sultan is prohibited to the authorities of His Highness the Sultan, 
and expressly reserved to the German Consular authorities. 

Tf disputes arise between a subject of His Highness the Sultan, or other non- 
Christian Lower not represented by Consuls at Zanzibar, and a subject of the German 
Empire, and if tho German subject i the plaitif he matter shal be brought before 
and decided by the highest authority of the Sultan, or a person delegated by him. 
‘The proceedings in such a case, and the final decision, shall only be considered legal if 
both have taken place in presence of the German Consul, or his substitute appointed 
by him for that: purpose. 

Tf, on the contrary, a German subject should appear in such a dispute as the 
defendant, the matter shall be brought before the competent Imperial German Consul, 
and he definitely decided by him or a Consular Court. 

At the request of the German Consul the Government of His Highness the Sultan 
shall place the police foree at his disposal to assist in effecting arrests or in the 
execution of other official duties, 








ARTIOLE XVII. 


Subjects of His Highness the Sultan, or any non-Christian nation not being 
represented by a Consul at Zanzibar, who arc in the serviee of German subjects within

Tn the preamble to the Memorandum, the Chancellor particularly draws attention to 
‘the fact that the Rules lately drawn tip for the government of these Protectorates are 
consistent with the principles of German colonial policy, that Imperial supervision should 
Fallon commercial enterprise, and should interfere aa litle as pomiblo with them beyond 
affording them protection. 

‘The Empire till now has been able to abstain from interfering in the internal 
management of the largest of the German Protectorates, the Possessions of the New 
Guinea Company and of the German East African Company ; in these two cases it 
appears bast to leave the political administration of the protected di ‘the hands,

‘supervision as light as possible. 

“The state of things in South-west Africa does not call for the establishment of a 
Bureaucratic Government.

Memorandum on Dr. Juahlke's Treaties made with the Natives of East Africa. 


AS I have lived in the Bondei Province of Usambara since the beginning of 
-A.p, 1875, I have a personal knowledge of the people and the country, and can speak 
with ceriginty as to the value of the “Treaticg” which Dr, Jahike claims to havo 
made with certain “Sultans” living in the valley of the River Luvu, by which they 
cede to him their * sovereign rights.” 

saul hav alto recently had staying with me the brother of both Sultan Sambo and 
Sultan Kibanga, the only two Chiefs possessing any sovereign rights in the lan 
igamtnea or tata valley of ths Tanteo De southern boundary, he havio 


Brought me letters from’his brother, Sultan Kibanga, the Chief of Northen Usam= 
bara, 


‘From his information, and from my own knowledge of the people with whom 
these “Treaties” aro said to have been made, I ean at once state absolutely that they 
are of no value whatever, and are not “Treaties” in any senso of the word, for the 
following reasons 

1. That none of these petty Chiefs have any sovercign rights, they being merely 
Headmen of small villages, and, except their own farms which they cultivate, have no 
power to sell any land, or its, let alone sovercign rights, to cede, 

2. That the whole of this territory is under the undoubted suzcrainty of the 
Sultan of Zanzibar, who alone possesses soverciga rights acconting to tle European 
meaning of the wont. These men always refer their disputes to the Sultan of 
Zauaibar’s Wali, or Governor, of Pangani for settlement, and his decision is final, 
‘They also at intervals send tribute to the Sultan of Zanzibar, as well as to their own 
parimount Chiefs, Samboja or Kibanga. 

Had these men been possessed of sovereign rights, the “Treaties” would have 
‘been invalid and worthless, for they had no intention of ceding anything. 

‘They maintain that the Wazungu, or white men, merely asked for leave to liveand 
plant in the country, and then asked them to put a mark on a piece of paper to show 
that they were friends, 

‘They were told that it was the custom when white men made “Urafki,” or 
‘Agreements of Friendship, to put their marks on paper. Such “Treaties” could not 
have been explained to the natives even by one who knew the native language 
thoroughly, let alone by a German who knew but a little English, speaking through an 
interpreter who also knew but a very little English, and that only of the mont,
